Ponds Stocked 
With Bass, 
Biuegill 


Baby Bass were delivered 
to 


twenty farmers cooperating with 
the Terre Rouge-Bodcaw Soil Con- 
servation District on Wednesday, 
May 3, to complete the stocking 
of their farm ponds. 
The 
fish 


were secured from the 
Federal 


Fish Hatcheries at 
Natchitoches, 


Louisiana by the local Soil Con- 
servation District. 


Biuegill bream were planted in 


the ponds last fall. Many of these 
farmers who have fertilized their 
ponds report excellent growth of 
bream, according to John 
Keck, 


fertilizing should start as soon as 
the pond water begins to 
warm 


up in the spring, usually 
about 


March 1 to 15. Fertilizer should 
ordinarily be applied 
once 
per 


month, 
from 
March to October 


Use a complete fertilizer such as 
5-10-5 applied at the rate of 100 j 
Ibs. per surface acre of water, ac- 
cording to Mr. Kck. The fertilizer 
usually broadcast over the shallow 
portions of the water surface, us- 
ing care to avoid letting it fall 
along the waters edge, as 
this 


tends to encourage unwanted vege- 
tative growth along the edges of 
the pond. Fertilized 
water 
will 


turn a dark brown or brownish- 
green due to growth of tiny plants 
called algae upon which the small 
fish feed. A good "rule of thumb" 
in pond management is "if you 
can sec your hand twelve inches 
or more under the surface" the 
pond needs fertilizing. This 
rule 


would not apply 
"however, 
in 


"muddy" ponds, Mr. Keck points 
out. 


Well managed farm ponds will 


produce often as high as 200 Ibs. 
of fish per acre per year. After the 
pond comes into production, it 
should be "fished" hard enough to 
keep the number of fish in bal- 
ance, or stagnation will result, 
Mr. Keck Concluded.
